Certain units were demobilized from 
the Philippines even later than that. 
In the Civil War the strength of the 
volunteer army was 1,034.064 when 
demobilization (began. It took from 
May 1, 1S65, to November 1, 1866, 
or eighteen months to muster out 
this force. In approximately two (and 
a ihalf months after the Armistice we 
had mustered out 1,023,884 and 62,- 
000 officers, thus more than equal- 
ling the eighteen month record of the 
civil war.

FEED SHEEP IN CORNFIELDS 


Practice Has Proved Satisfactory in 


Saving Considerable Labor 


in Many States. 


((Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Ordinarily the management of the 


farm flock of sheep calls for compara- 
tively small demands upon farm la- 
bor. The labor cost per dollar's worth 
.of wool or lamb is lower than for any 
other farm animal product. Yet, while 
sheep raising does not necessitate ex- 
pensive equipment or heavy labor, it 
does require study and continuous at- 
tention. 
However, the effects of the 


reduced supply of available farm la- 
bor, brought about by the drain upon 
it by the army and war industries, may 
be counteracted in part by the adop- 
tion, where possible, of one or more 
of the following suggestions: 


Some labor can be saved on the 


Etock farm by a more general adoption 
of tBe practice of feeding sheep in 


anjoae \\iio is \\illing to ooserve care- 
fully and think uud attend to the de- 
tails as attention is required. 


It must be understood, however, that 


sheep raising should not be engaged in 
with an idea that little attention , r^- 
qmred. The want* of sheep are numer- 
ous and varied, and frequent attention 
is required to forestall conditions that 
will result in ill health or lack of 
thrift. At lambing time frequent at- 
tendance day and night is necessary to 
avoid losses of 
ewes and. young 


lambs.

It, 
d£ course, necessitates purchases in 
the fall and marketing in December or 
January, and is, therefore, adaptable 
on a large scale only to such farms pr 
sections as are in a position to make 
a practice of speculative feeding of 
live stock, as few farms at present 
inise a sufficient number of lambs to 
harvest the grain from a large acreage 
at corn. 
\ 
A larger use of forage crops for fat- 


tening meat stock can be adopted with 
a saving of labor. This plan permits 
the putting on of large gains with 
crops which are harvested entirely by 
the animals themselves. 


In many sections fall-sown wheat 


&nd rye can be grazed by sheep, there- 
by making a great saving in winter 
feed as well as in the labor of feeding. 
In sections such as Tennessee this 
jpractice has become very general, and 
Is fctmd to work exceedingly well in 
the production of winter wheat. 


Self-feeders for the feeding of hay 


to fatten sheep and lambs can be used 
to good advantage. 
Although their 


the feeding of gram to hogs will 
very satisfactory in the saving 


labor, it is not recommended that 


be used In feeding grain to sheep 


id lambs.

In range sections considerable win- 
Jt labor can be economized and great- 
r safety secured by the distribution 


of supplies of feed to strategic points 
'on the winter range. Corn, cottonseed 
cake, or velvet beans can be stored 
in metal granaries at points which will 
permit of their ready distribution to 
the stock in case of storms, which com- 
monly make it impossible to get feed 
to the fetock from the nearest railroad 
points. In the event of a very open 


;v-.nter this feed may deteriorate dur- 
ing the follo\\ ing summer. In most 
sections, however, the climate is suf- 
ficiently drj to allow it to remain m 
storage for use in good condition dur- 
ing the second winter.

PROPER FEEDING IN SUMMER 


Not Advisable to Give Too Rich Food 


During Extremely Hot Days—Not 


Easily Handled. 


The subject selected by the lesson 


committee Is "The Future Life," but 
at best such a statement would be 
the use of the term in an accommo- 
dated sense. According to legitimate 
textual and contextual signification it 
is the judgment of the living nations 
which lies still in the future (v. 32). 
The idea of a general Judgment 
which is of such frequent occurrence 
in religious literature and teaching Is 
a fundamental error. It is not once 
found In the Bible, neither the idea 
which It is Intended to convey. Doc- 
tor Pentecost most distinctively says, 
"It is a mischievous habit that has led 
the Christian world to speak of the 
judgment as being one great event 
taking place at the end of the world, 
when all human beings, saints, sin- 
ners, Jews and Gentiles, the living 
and the dead, shall stand up before 
the great white throne and there be 
judged. Nothing can be more wide of 
the Scriptures." The Bible speaks oi 
different judgments, differing in re- 
spect to the subjects to be judged, the 
place of judgment, the time of judg- 
ment and the result of the judgment. 
This is not the judgment set forth 
in Eevelation 20:11-14, but precedes 
that one at least one thousand years. 


I. The Judge (v. 3L). 
It Is the Son of Man, the one who 


came and died to redeem the human 
race, and who now being clothed with 
majesty and power will act as Judge. 
Those who accept him now shall not 
come into the judgment (John 5:24J. 


II. The Time (v. 31). 
This will be whea the Lord comes 


in his glory, accompanied by a retinue 
of glorious angels. 
This will take 


place after he has gathered the elect 
remnant of Israel. There will be no 
resurrection in connection with this 
Judgment. 


III. The Place (v. 31). 
It will be on bJs glorious throne. 


This throne will be most surely in the 
land of Israel. The Prophecy of Joel, 
third chapter, and Zechariah 14:1T5, 
make it to be In or near Jerusalem. 
The angel said "to Mary, "Thou shalt 
call his name Jesus; he shall be great 
and shall be called the son of the high- 
est; and the Lord God shall give unto 
him the throne of his father David; 
and he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob forever, and of his kingdom 
there shaft be no end." (Luke 1:31-33). 
Just as there was a literal place and 
a literal king there shall be a literal 
throne. 


IV. The People Judged (w. 32-45). 
These w ill be the living nations up- 
n the earth after the church has been 
ranslated (I Thess 4:16, 17). 
These 


re the nations to whom the gospel of 
he kingdom shall be preached, just 
rior to the coming of the end. "And 
his gospel of the kingdom shall be 
Breached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations and then shall 
he end come" (Matt. 24:14). This 
gospel is distinguished from the gos- 
>el of the grace of God which Is now 
>eing preached. The preachers of this 
ospel will be Jews (Rev. 7 and Rom. 
11). 
These are the brethren in the 


flesh, of the Lord, they that move 
among the nations of the •world with 
:he startling message of the news of 
the 
Lord's 
approaching 
kingdom. 


Some of the nations will gladly re- 
ceive the message and most kindly re- 
ceive the king's messengers, giving 
th-em clothing, food, shelter, etc. Oth- 
er* will persecute them, 
thrusting 


them into prison, etc. Here the for- 
mer will visit these messengers of the 
ling and provide for their wants. At 
this time the Judge will separate the 
nations, placing the sheep on the right 
and the goats on the left The "sheep" 
are those who have given proper treat- 
ment to Christ's brethren. The goats 
are those who rejected and ill-treated 
his brethren. 
If these three classes, 


the "sheep," "goats," "brethren," be 
kept separate all confusion will be 
avoided. 


V. The Issue of the Judgment, (v. 46, 


cf. 34-41).

There is a feeling that 
"the West is in the saddle for the 
presidential nomination in 1920." 


The fact that the West decided the 


last presidential election has made it 
a potent factor in future calculations. 
Moreover, the politicians know tbat in 
case the woman suffrage constitutional 
amendment does not become operative 
In time for the next national election 
there are, nevertheless, 16 states west 
of the Mississippi which have already 
given their women the franchise, add- 
ing an increment of some six million 
votes, which might easily turn the elec- 
tion one way or the other. Hence, the 
Republican leaders of the East as well 
as of the West are seriously consider- 
ing whether it would not be good poli- 
tics to take a western candidate. 


It is significant that three of the 


most generally talked about presiden- 
tial possibilities for 1920 come from 
the Far West. They are United States 
Senators Poindexter, Borah and John- 
son.The first mentioned, about whom 
considerable discussion is now center- 
ing, is from the state ot Washington. 
Though a native of Tennessee and 
graduate of a Virginia university, 
Poindexter chose the Pacific North- 
west as his field for life work, opening 
a law practice in Walla Walla, Wash., 
, In 1891. Later he was judge of the su- 


perior court, and attracted much fa- 
vorable attention by his judicial abili- 
ty. In 1908 Poindexter was elected as 
a representative 
from the state of 


Washington to the Sixty-first Congress. 
He soon became known as an able, pro- 
gressive Republican. In the senate, to 
•which he was elevated in 1910, he was 
a staunch advocate of measures favor- 
ing the control and restriction of big 
corporations, especially of the rail- 
roads. He sought the conservation of 
all natural resources of the country, 
including water power, coal and oil 
lands. Before the war he stood strong- 
ly for preparedness, and later he vig- 
orously supported all measures of the 
administration for the protection of 
American rights. Bfe advocated throw- 
ing the whole power o" the nation, into 
the successful prosecution of the war. 


Mr. Poindexter believes that Bolshe- 


vism and all other movements destruc- 
tive of representative government and 
national spirit should be strongly tak- 
en in hand and that leaders in at- 
tempts to overthrow our institutions 
should be severely punished. 
He is 


opposed to any scheme for creating a 
hybrid government of the world where- 
by Europe and Asia, in bis opinion, 
would inevitably dominate this country 
and control Its policies. 
Hiram Johnson, a native of Califor- 


nia, was governor of the state before 
he was chosen senator. He is extreme- 
ly popular in that commonwealth and 
will be strongly backed in his fight for 
the Presidential nomination. 


Johnson was successful, after a long 


struggle, in ridding California of the 
domination of the Southern Pacific. 
For years .the political machine of the 
| railway held the state within its hand, 


and without the sanction and snpport 
of this great power candidates for 
state or judicial offices could not be 
elected. Johnson, first as counsel for 
interests opposing the railroad corpo- 
ration and' later as governor, waged a 
bitter and unremitting warfare against 
railroad domination. His final victory 
was a potent factor in his election to 
the senate in 1916. Johnson is a^ Re- 
publican, but generally regarded as 
one of the radical type. He has, like 
Poindexter, 
strongly 
opposed 
the 


League of Nations. 


Senator AVilliam B. Borah of Idaho 


does not differ greatly in the degree of 
his achievements from the two other 
westerners. 
Born in Wayne county, 


HI., Borah was educated in the com- 
mon schools of that state and at Kan- 
sas State University. He was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1890 and devoted his 
time to legal practice until his election 
to the senate in 1907. Borah is one of 
the most active figures in the United 
States senate. His efforts largely have 
been directed towasd the proper de- 
velopment of the great natural re- 
sources of the country, especially of 
the West. He is known as a progres- 
sive Republican, feftrless in fighting: 
for what he believes to be right and, 
like the others included in this presi- 
dential group, has opposed from the 
start.the League of Nations covenant. 


From the Atlantic to the Pacific

The actual purpose of keeping a 


small flock of fowls is primarily for 
egg production. 
Consequently they 


should be fed with this end in view. 
Practically every housewife has a 
quantity of table scraps, vegetable 
peelings and "leftovers" that can be 
utilized by feeding to lions. Supple- 
mentary to such feed, however, n grain 
and dry mash should be provided in 
order to produce the best results. By 


supplying the fowls with all available 
table scraps it will usually cost from 
50 to 75 cents a year per fowl for 
grain and other feeds. A good «gg 
laying ration should consist of the 
following: Throe parts corn meal and 
one" part beef scr^p mixed together 
and fed in a dry-mash hopper to which 
the fowls will have access at all times. 
Tn addition to this a scratch ration 
consisting of equal parts cracked corn 
and oats should be fed twice daily. 
When no table scraps are available it 
will take about one quart of scratch 
grain daily for twelve to fourteen 
fowls. However, this can bo reduced 
when table scraps are fed and a cer- 
tain amount of natural green feed, 
euch as grass, is available.

their life. The boar should be well 
fed but not fat, as a too high condi- 
tion makes him inactive, a slow breed- 
er, and a rather uncertain sire. 


After the breeding season the boar 


should not be fed so heavily, and 
should have a wider ration, that is, 
one containing less of the protein 
concentrates and relatively more corn. 
The ration at this time is practically 
the same as that fed the brood sow 
when she is not producing a litter of 
pigs. 
He should have the run of a 


pasture a quarter of an acre in area 
in connection withrliis paddock. Here 
he can exercise and obtain much ot 
his feed from the forage, "or in the 
winter when the forage is consumed 
he may be fed on alfalfa or clover hay 
in connection with the grain ration. 
Keep the boar healthy, give him ex- 
ercise, plenty of rough feeijs, and 
keep him in condition by varying his 
supply of grain. Under such condi- 
tions little trouble will be experi- 
enced in getting a normal boar to pro- 
duce large litters of strong, healthy 
pigs.
